Tan Anti-Opium Society, todismayod by 
failure, undaunted by exposure of ite falls- 
cica, continues its campaign, aud boleters up 
its case with a‘surprising amount of mis- 
statements, At 9 public. maoting hold at 
Dundee recently the Provost, who presided, 
‘asked “What waa tho cause of our'firet war 
with Ohina—a war which entailed enormous 
losses of mon, money, and territory on the 
the Chinese, and which brought disgrace on 
the British flag?” ‘Ho gives tho anawer to 
thie question ad followas—"It wae not-ao 
much to compel her to open ber ports for 
linen, and cotton, and such like goods, as to 
sccure the admission of: opiam.” Nothing 
could be farther from the truth than: thie 
rash and ignorant assertion, Tet ua in 
charity hope the Provost was unaware of the 
inaccuracy of hie statsraent, but even gon 
grave responsibility rests upon hii for 
| making atch a misleading assertion without 
taking more pains to ascertain ‘whether it 
was true or not; When tho first wap with 
China was undertaken the British Govern. 
ment bad no wish to force opium on Chins, 
and hostilities wore brought about solely by 
the inaults and injuries inflicted on Britich 
subjects by the Chinese Governmont, and 
‘hair refusal to carry on diplomatic relations 
on anything like a civilized basis, ‘Captain 
Euniorz, the Superintendent of , ‘Trade at 
the time the events happeved which led up 
to the war, was an avowed opponont of tho 
opium traflic, and in one of his ‘dispatchea to 
Tord Pauwersron he thua oxpreased him-
